inconvertible money ever known while posing 
us money purists may look like £lous 1m 
betllity worthy of a Pharisee in Bedlam 
But 


on review of the successive acts of the mone 
tary drama a statesman of flense will doubt 
not through the stages an Increasing purpose 
runs 
I admit for I affirm that the British 


newfangled theory of gold monometallism Is 
m ignorant insular weak minded theory like 
tholr theory of taxation without represents 
tton before 1776 like their theory of Impress 
inonts for the British navy from American 
ships before 1812 like tholr theory of irrospon 
Bible naval intervention to assist the disunion 
of those states before the Alabama arbitration 
of 1B7! 


It will ho observed from what has already 


been stated that the permanent remedy for 
our financial difficulties is a return to bimetal 
lismvvliich existed prior to 1673 It has been 
stated ovor and over again during the present 
debate especially In tb/ other house that the 
country has tried tho experiment of silver 
coinage and that It has proved a fallnre and 
that therefore wo should now return to a gold 
standard 


TUo country has not tried free coinage since 


it was unwittingly abandoned in 1873 but It 
has tried a limited and restricted coinage sll 
vor purchases the accumulation of silver bul- 
lion and a depreciated currency nil of which 
have boon forced upon ttio country by mono 
metalllsts through miserable compromises ob 
mined from silver men 


Why not try the only remedy that has not 


been applied/ This greet and growing country 
of ours needs a muoh larger circulation per 
capita than unv other country in tho world 
It will not answer to oqmnara the needs of our 
nation In this regard'With the old unprogross 
ive finished nations of Europe where the 
wealth is largely controlod by a fe,w families 


The Insufficiency of our present iphirao of 


currency seems to bo eyerjiwhere e6BLoedod, and 
yet there is an unaocoftntnme roluotanco to cs 
tablish a permanent sftvor systeBLUnder which 
tba deficiency can be easily supplied 


The. proposition ncjw before congress to al 


low tho national bunra taiaoreaso their clrcu 
latlon 10 per cent —and whloh proposition I 
earnestly favor—is tho. outcome of a general 
desire for an increase of tho currency the In 
sufficiency of which Was made plainly m ml 
rest duriug the present crisis To that proposl 
tlon itself there is little objection yet there is 
n spectacle presented when wo witness that 
those who are the most clamorous for such In 
crease at tho present Juncture are usually hold 
ing up their hands in noly horror and solemnly 
protesting against any other incnaso of tho 
currency—USJK elully an Inert ase of silver 
mono>—as inflation when In truth both ell 
vcr and f.old me monc> metils absolute!) In 
capable of inflation 


I do not- propose to discuss lo nnv extent the 


matter of ritlos because I do not bcllovo that 
the time has arrived for its serious eonsldera 
tlon 
If the existing ratio is to br changed at 


all the feasibility of which at tho present timo 
is of creat doubt It should not be enlarged 
but diminished und put at 15 to 1 so as to oor 
respond with the ratio under which tho silver 
pieces of tho countries composing the Latin 
union are coined 


Tho enlargement of tho ratio bj this country 


involves tho rccoinago of nearly nil our silver 
at a tremendous loss or else Its absolute ro

No 
one can defend it except by giving the 
pension officials the benefit ot the doubt 
as to their honesty of purpose, the very 
thing that officer has refused to give the 
pensioner. 


If there is anything in the papers of a 


pensioner that leads the pension office to 
suspect that the evidence may not be 
sufficient to base a pension upon, justice 
to the pensioner would dictate that, the 
office having accepted the proofs filed by 
him, the pension should stand until the 
pensioner was proven to be not entitled 
to a pensiou. It there is evidence enough 
or the lack of it on file in the pension 
office to ebow the pensioner is not en- 
titled to a pension there might be some 
justice in dropping him, but from auy 
point of view there ia no justice in sus- 
pending him. 


The pension office ia a continuous office 


and to it the applicant furnishes the 
proof require.! by that office to establish 
bis oli.iin. Alter he has furnished the 
necessary evidence and been granted a 
pension the mere fact that the officials 
have been changed in that office should 
not subject the pensioner to the indig- 
nities that are being visited upon him 
unless fraud ha? been discovered in his 
case. The friends of Mr. Anderson com- 
plain because the Veteran did not give 
him the benefit ot the doabt as to his ie- 
ported prejudices against the pensioners, 
but Mr. Anderson goen on refusing the 
pensioner the benefit of the doubt when 
he recommends hissnspeniion. The pen- 
sioners are just as good as Mr. Anderson 
and they are entitled to the same treat- 
ment from him that his friends claim is 
due him nnd which the apologists for the 
course the ollioa is pursuing claim for 
Secretary Hrke Smith and Graver Cleve- 
land.
